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Self Government. 

AlrooBt immediately upon tho pro- 
mulgation of Lord Granvillu's con- 
federation dispatch to Governor Mns- 
grave, we venturod to express tho foar 
that an attempt would be made to put 
this colony off without responsible 
government under the now dispensa- 
tion. It turns out that the lour was 
well founded. There is no longer reft 
Bonable ground to doubt that such an 
attempt will be made. It appears that 
His Exoelloncy.wbilo in theory a strong 
advocate of responsible government, 
conceives that the time has not yet ar- 
rived when tho principle can, with safety 
and Buooese, bo applied to this colony. 

. Now, the first question that naturally 
suggests itself to the mind is : Has HU 

; Exoollency enjoyed Micb opportunities 
ot fotmii.g a judgment as would warrant 
him in pronouncing British Columbia 
unfit ior self government? Wo havo 
no hesitation in saying that he has not. 
The experience acquired bj His MxouU 
lenoy in such communities as those of 

; thoLoeward Islands, Antigua, Nevis 
and St. Vincent, can soarooly bo re- 
garded as consuming a fitting qualifi- 
cation for Dronouncing judgment on 
British Columbia. Ho found Newfound- 
land in possession of responsible gov- 
ernment, it is true ; and, although we 
are without the means of knowing what 
..are His Excellency's views regarding 
the fitness of that colony for self gov- 
ernment, wo venture to suggest; that tho 
peopleof British Columbia should not 
". 'bo judgod by any such teBt as might be 
turuished by tho oxperionco of a oolony 
like Newfoundland. .Recent events 
and information go to show that, in all 
IS those qualities which constitute fitness 

' for self r-govornmout, tho people of 
that oolony must rank below the 
people ot British Columbia, It, is 
only in this colony, ttion, that 
the Governor could havo acquired 
that experimental knuwledgo whioh 
can alano be bold to constitulo a proper 
qualification for pronouncing upon this 
point. Let us seo what opportunities 
His Excollenoy has enjoyed for the ac- 
quisition of such knowledge : A trip 
to Cariboo, although performed by- 
moans of Barnard's well uppoinied line 
of stnge coaches, would not bo lost 
upon a man like the Governor. His 
shrewd and active mind would take in 
a tolerab'y correct bird's-oyo view of 
the country and its inhabitants. But 
to aBsert that the flying visit paid to 
Cariboo has placed His Excellency in 
possession of that thorough knowledge 
of tho mainland part of the colony 
and its people which would justify him 
in pronouncing such a judgment would 
be little short of imputing to him the 
attribute of omniscienoo— a power pos* 
sensed by God alono. His opportuni- 
ties for judging of tho Island havo 
been still less. Uufortuuately for him- 
self and tho colony, tho Governor has 

, .boon confined to a siok room, and bin 
opportunities of becoming acquaiutod 
■with the people have necessarily boon 
limited in a groat measure to those who 
have pushed themselves into notice ; and 
such persons do not always afford a 
lair sample by whiob to judge of the 
rest. This is equally true of the Main- 
land and the Island. In many instances 
the best men may bo the most retiring. 
We havo shown that the Governor has 
not yet enjoyed such opportunities 
of forming an opinion from personal 
observation as would fairly entitle 
bim to pronounce this colony unfit 
' ' for self government. There remains 
• another source through which ho 
■ may be presumed to obtain informa- 
tion upon such a subject, and that is 
the officials with whom he is surrounded; 
aud thero can ho no doubt that any in- 
formation coming through that channel 
would bo onpo.ed to tho introduction 
or responsible government. Whether 
from considerations of self-interest or 
from educational and social influences 
and habi's, the officials of British Col- 
umbia will be found arrayed against any 
change which will mako them lespou- 
Bible to the people. It, therefore, be- 
comes the doty of the Governor to re- 
ceive with very groat caution any infor- 
mation or opinions coming from that 
source. It will scarcely Do necessary 
for ua to repeat that wo conceive Bri- 
tish Columbia to bo quite prepared lor 
self-government, and that it will be a 
serious mislako, it may prove a fatal one, 
to attempt to withhold h uch institutions 
under the now dispensation. Every 
British community is entitled to suoh 
institutions. To withhold thorn is a 
violation of thoso blood-b, light consti- 
tutional rights which the subject car. 
rieu with him to tho colonies. Reapou- 
aiblo government \3 that form host 
adapted to every Anglo-Saxon comtuun- ; 3 w CARTUl 
ity; and to deny it to a largo and high- „,. „ . 
ly intelligent English-spoakiug com- 
munity on tho Pacifio, surrouudod by 
tho most liboral forms of Jlepublicuu 
government, will he to injnro the host 
iutorosts, if not jeopardise tho allcgiunco 
of tho colony. Wo would respectfully, 
yet earnestly, warn tho Governor ot tho 
probable, as well as tho possible cotiso* 
quenoes ot commuting such a gravo 
error.

The poaiion taken by ihe writer of tbe 
lotter is not new. Without veniuring to 
suggest tbat the oap fitted him, it is very 
natural that one guilty of wrongdoiog should 
prefer secret reproof to public rebuke. Nor 
is it surprissng tbut the carnal heart should 
dei-iro to hug its darling sin unmolested. 

But let at regard thin matter from iho 
high and holy standpoint. It is just the old 
story over again. John the Baptist fearlessly 
rebuked flerod lor living in adultery, — and 
was beboaded.
